The European Union hoped to intensify cooperation 
with South Africa, according to European Commission 
director general for development, Steffan Schmidt. 


Addressing a group of Southern African Development 
Community [SADC] journalists in Brussels on Wednes- 
day, Schmidt said the on-going negotiations with South 
Africa on its inclusion within the Lome convention and 
a bilateral trade agreement were aimed at intensifying 
cooperation with South Africa, which in turn would 
strengthen the EU’s cooperation with the SADC. 


Schmidt said the European Union was committed to the 
development of SADC and was convinced that freer 
trade would be to the benefit of the entire region. 


"Not only will we help South Africa to create a better 
basis for social and economic progress, but we also hope 
to create a better basis for the region." 


The European Union and South Africa began negoti- 
ations on a possible free trade agreement on June 30. 
Schmidt said the EU hoped to wrap up the negotiations 
"as soon as possible in 1996." 


However, the union was only at an early phase in 
sketching out what could be done to assist southern 
Africa in establishing regional integration. The EU 
hoped South Africa would "play a full role" in the 
development of the region. 


Schmidt denied that the EU was ignoring the rest of 
the region in support of South Africa and assured 
the delegates arrangements would be made to protect 
existing trade arrangements, in particular the agreements 
concerning the South African Customs Union. 


Swaziland ambassador to the European Union and vice 
chairman of the SADC committee of ambassadors, 
Clifford Mamba, on the other hand was concerned 
about the possible negative effects for the region of 
the establishment of a free trade agreement with South 
Africa. 
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Mamba said in principle SADC was happy the EU 
and South Africa were talking, but with regards to the 
free trade agreement, the EU should consult the SACU 
members. 


Smidt told the journalists all of the African, Caribbean 
and Pacific countries would be kept informed of the 
negotiations. 


Regional Food Supply Situation ‘Deteriorating’

opment Community (SADC) food security situation is 
deteriorating as cereal shortfall worsens. 


This is according to the Food Security Quarterly bul- 
letin, which is published by the SADC Regional Early 
Warning Unit. 


The bulletin said that revised assessments indicated a 
projected regional cereal deficit of 3.91 million tonnes 
for the 1995/96 marketing year as a total regional cereal 
availability of 21.19 million tonnes which covers only 
84% requirements currently put at 25.10 million tonnes. 


The bulletin said that the current deficit is about half the 
record shortfall of 7.83 million tonnes assessed during 
the great drought of 1991 and 1992. 


The bulletin went on to say that drought reduced the 
total cereal by 32%. 


This is due to severe rainfall deficiencies over much 
of the Southern African region which has resulted 
in widespread crop failures in Swaziland, southern 
Zambia, Zimbabwe and South Africa. 


"This has reduced the aggregate regional cereal produc- 
tion by almost 32% to 16.40 million tonnes compared 
to last year’s harvest,” it said. 


The bulletin said the current forecast shows a slight 
increase over the May estimate of 15.72 million tonnes 
mainly due to upward revisions in forecast cereal 
production.

[Unidentified correspondent) Mr. President, as you have 
travelled without journalists, without an important dele- 
gation, the public — that is a certain section of the pub- 
lic — thinks that there is something brewing in the place 
you visited.

radical group]? Was such a meeting scheduled to take 
place as is alleged? 


(Ntibantunganya] I ask you a question: was it my 
mission?

As for the CNDD, if there are people 
who want to talk about the CNDD, they are free to do 
so. I know that Burundians, among the Burundi people 
there are those who get especially excited about these 
fabrications. I do not believe for a single moment that, 
as I was asked in Kenya, the Burundian Government at 
any time planned to have a meeting with the people you 
have mentioned. So I call on you to deny all of this. I 
call on you to make Burundians focus on their dignity

My position regarding the Rwanda-Burundi crisis is that 
no lasting solution will be found unless the terms of 
reference of the United Nations tribunal are widened to 
include: 


A. Investigations to determine who was responsible for 
the April [1994] downing of the aircraft in which the 
presidents of Rwanda and Burundi werc killed. 
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5. Investigations to determine those responsible for the 
invasion of Rwanda prior to the assassination of the two 
presidents. 


To ignore this vital aspect and to comentrate on the 
period after the death of the two presidents would be 
superficial and a miscarriage of justice.

Professor Saitoti stressed that Kenya does not condone 
any type of murderer but added that it is important 
that the deaths of these two presidents should not 
be swept aside and that any serious organization or 
body interested in investigating genocide in these two 
countries must begin with investigating the deaths of 
these two presidents. The vice president reiterated that 
it is only fair that the world should be told who 
perpetrated the killing of Presidents Habyarimana of 
Rwanda and Ntaryamira of Burundi, adding that a 
piecemeal investigation is hypocritical.

Talks be.ween representatives from Ali Mahdi’s faction 
and banana traders on the port conflict ended without 
agreement after Ali Mahdi’s side insisted that the 
businessmen stay out of partisan Somali politics. 


Meanwhile, Aidid’s radio station reported that militi- 
amen opposed to him in the central town of Baidoa, 
which he seized 19 days ago, had started handing in 
their weapons to his loyalists. There were no indepen- 
dent confirmation of the reports. But travellers arriving 
in Mogadishu from Baidoa said defeated fighters of the 
Lisan subclan were still hiding in the town and had 
killed 14 of Aidid’s supporters in sniper attacks during 
the past three weeks.

New Constitution Promulgated 8 October

The promulgation ceremony was marked by the hand- 
ing over of three ceremonial copies of the Constitu- 
tion to President Museveni by the CA chairman, Mr. 
James Wapakhabulo, after which President Museveni 
handed over a copy to the vice chairman of the NRM/ 
NRC [National Resistance Movement/National Resis- 
tance Council], Hajo Moses Kigongo, who received the 
document on behalf of the speaker of parliament. Mr. 
Museveni handed over another ceremonial copy to the 
deputy chief justice, Mr. Justice Manyindo, who re- 
ceived it on behalf of the judiciary. Later, at the invita- 
tion of Mr. Wapakhabulo, President Museveni handed 
a copy of the new Constitution to each of the RC [Re- 
sistance Council]-Five chairmen of the 39 districts in 
Uganda. The ceremony also heard prayers from the re- 
ligious leaders. [passage omitted] 


In his address, President Yoweri Museveni welcomed 
his guest, Mr. Meles Zenawi, whom he paid tribute to 
as a long-standing freedom fighter who actively partic- 
ipated in the struggle to remove the old archaic system 
in Ethiopia and set it on the path to development and 
modernization. President Museveni congratulated all the 
people of Uganda for having participated most enthusi- 
astically in the constitution-making exercise, which has 
today culminated in the promulgation of the Constitu- 
tion of their own making. 


He explained that the constitution-making process 
started in 1986 when the NRM started the work 
of trying to address the political crisis Uganda had 
been in since independence. He said that the NRM 
inherited a political crisis that comprised sectarianism, 
socioeconomic underdevelopment, disenfranchisement 
of the people, over-centralization of power and the 
desecration of traditional institutions. Mr. Museveni 
said that the new Constitution has addressed most of 
these problems. 


Elaborating on this point, he said that the new Consti- 
tution has re-enfranchised the people of Uganda, decen- 
tralized power from the center to the districts, rejected 
sectarianism by refusing to reintroduce multiparties un- 
less the people freely decide to do so through a ref- 
erendum and restored traditional institutions where the 
people concerned want them. 


Mr. Museveni said that he personally was not satisfied 
with the constitution on the issue of enabling govern- 
ment to acquire land for industrialization. 
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Despite this, he added, he cannot reject the Constitution. 
He stressed that all the people of Uganda are compelled 
by democracy to welcome the Constitution most en- 
thusiastically, because it is the decision of the majority 
through their freely elected representatives. 


Mr. Museveni called the new Constitution a good 
political Entandikwa [the revolving rural development 
fund announced in 1994 to benefit poor families) for 
the people of Uganda, adding that fortunately it is also 
flexible, because it can be amended. He said that any 
Ugandan wishing to change anything in the constitution 
must do so lawfully according to the provisions in the 
new Constitution. [passage omitted] 


The audience was also briefly addressed by the guest of 
honor, Mr. Meles Zenawi, who said that the promulga- 
tion of the new Constitution has effectively put a stamp 
on the situation in Uganda signifying the change from 
the rule of the jungle to the rule of law. He pledged his 
country’s support for the people of Uganda in their last 
struggle, which is to implement the new Constitution, 
which the people of Uganda can proudly call their own. 


Later President Museveni announced that 8 October 
is now declared Uganda’s Constitutional day.

In a brief address to delegates and 
senior government officials who came to witness the 
function, Mr. Museveni said that the former city square 
has been given a new name and it will now be known as 
the Constitutional Square. He said that the foundation 
stone also signifies a new era in Uganda, where the 
country has embarked on a constitutional path.

I 
think that possibly the way we changed government here 
through fighting corrupt, incapable and criminal regimes 
makes some of the neighboring governments fear that 
our example may be emulated in their own countries by 
people who may also be unhappy with them. 


[Correspondent] President Moi has said he will not hand 
over suspects of the Rwanda genocide who are in Kenya 
to the Arusha tribunal. 


[Museveni] That is his business and none of my 
business. But this question of genocide is a crime against 
humanity. I don’t know the law, but I think it is an 
obligation and not simply voluntary to hand over these 


people. 


[Correspondent] What is your comment on the progress 
of East African cooperation? 


(Museveni] There is no progress. I hear the Kenya 
Government refused to nominate their officials to the 
Arusha Secretariat. But that has not prevented the people 
of the region to cooperate without the governments. 
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[Correspondent] Do you subscribe to the idea of Dr. 
Rugunda that Uganda and Tanzania should go it alone 
and leave Kenya to make up its mind? 


[Museveni] Yes, it is my idea also. I don’t see why one 
party should veto the progress of the others. 


[Correspondent] Would you make any initiatives to 
reach out of the Kenyans? 


[Museveni] It only means Kenya will not grow as much 
as it should while Tanzania and Uganda forge ahead. 
It is all up to the Kenya Government. We have tried 
to take initiatives with the Kenya Government many 
times and they have neglected the matters we have been 
raising.

[Correspondent] We heard that cabinet discussed the 
alternative southern route through Tanzania. 


[Museveni] We are always following that route and 
we are considering to build another railway line from 
Musoma through the southern end of Serengeti to 
Arusha so that Ugandans can have another route to the 
sea. 


[Correspondent] Is there a short-term solution to the 
Joseph Kony rebel problems? 


[Museveni] That is why our Army is being strengthened. 
Uganda has got the right under international law to 
pursue them into their bases in Sudan and end the matter 
once and for all, but we shall wait and see. Meanwhile 
we shall kill them as they come and see how that one 
works. 


[Correspondent] Are you satisfied with the legitimacy 
and acceptability of the new Uganda Constitution? 


[Museveni] I am satisfied with its legitimacy. It was 
done by delegates e:. cted by the people and representing 
their views. 


[Correspondent] But there is dissent from federalists, 
multipartyists. 


[Museveni] Maybe they were not happy with some 
provisions of the Constitution, but those are legitimate 
provisions.

[Correspondent] Can you support the demands to return 
pluralism without a referendum? 


[Museveni] No, because that would be usurping [the] 
power of the people of Uganda. If they want to change 
the mode of governance they will do it and not us. On 
such a crucial matter, it is only a referendum that can 
decide. 


[Correspondent] Critics say the movement is no longer 
broad-based, especially after the last cabinet reshuffle. 


[Museveni] It is still broad-based because it welcomes 
all people with all ideological tendencies. Here we are 
talking of ideological broad-basedness as opposed to 
single-ideology parties. It is multi-ideological because it 
accommodates communists, capitalists and all sorts of 
ideologies you may think of. It is not like a party where 
you need a card to be a member and can be expelled. 


Some Democratic Party [DP] members like Paul Sse- 
mogerere have moved out but there are still some oth- 
ers like Henry Kajura who was a very staunch member 
of the party.

[Correspondent] The new Const'tution provides for a 
movement system of government for five years after 
the general elections. Would it be possible to have more 
than one movement or the NRM [National Resistance 
Movement] will have the monopoly? 


[Museveni] Why form more than one movement if you 
can compete for power under the present one? There is 
no guarantee that when another movement is formed it 
will not be simply a sectarian political entity. 


[Correspondent] Are you disappointed there was no 
consensus in the CA [Constituent Assembly]? 


[Museveni] Oh no. Why should I be disappointed? 
That’s what society is all about. Groups of people have 
differing interests. So the crucial thing is to balance the 
interests of the whole society with those of some parts 
of society. 


[Correspondent] Will election candidates be allowed to 
hold independent rallies? 


[Museveni] That will depend on the electoral law which 
is still being drafted. 


[Correspondent] Will the proposed holding of presiden- 
tial and parliamentary elections on separate days be 
wasteful? 


{Museveni} The elections should be held on the same 
day but what we object to is that it should be a 
constitutional provision that we must always hold the 
elections on the same day because in future you may 
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find yourselves in circumstances when you cannot do 
it. 

[Correspondent] Critics say your supporters want elec- 
tions on separate days, with the presidential ones first, 


to ride on your back while fighting for parliamentary 
seats. 


[Museveni] But why would the voting behaviour of the 
people change? There is no reasons why the electorate 
can’t vote for them one week after the presidential 
elections unless you did not support them strongly in 
the first place. 


[Correspondent] How do you plan to win votes among 
the Baganda who are annoyed with the NRM failure to 
enshrine federalism in the new Constitution? 


[Museveni] The Baganda supported me from the time 
I was fighting for freedom. But we agreed with them 
in Masaka on the deeming of the Buganda districts as 
having agreed to unite and form a regional tier at the 
promulgation of the Constitution, and that is what h 
happened. : 


[Correspondent] Your opponents’ strategy appears to be 
winning over the north, east and central (NEC) regions. 
How will you combat this strategy? 


[Museveni] On what issues will they take those areas? 
They are dreaming because the Constituent Assembly 
elections proved that we are strong even in these areas. 
This NEC of theirs seems to be quite fragmented. We 
have already started to explain all the confusion they 
are trying to create. I don’t even think federalism will 
decisively make me lose votes in Buganda. 


[Correspondent] Analysts say growth in government 
spending is much higher than revenue collection. Will 
your ambitions to balance the budget ever come to 
reality? 


[Museveni] We spent less than 20 percent of the budget 
on defense this year because we are transforming the 
Army. Defense expenditure will have to fall in future 
because most of the requirements will be in place. 
Our rate of revenue collection is 10 percent of gross 
domestic product and if we could collect about 16 
percent, then we will certainly balance the budget. 


[Correspondent] The cry of poverty has persisted despite 
your economic achievements. What will you do to see 
that growth trickles down? 


[Museveni] There is still poverty in the rural areas. The 
problem is mainly poor leadership in these area. It is 
not development-oriented. They spend too much time 
politicking instead of advising the people about using 
the good infrastructure for developmental purposes. 
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{Correspondent} What major new initiatives should 
Ugandans expect from the NRM in the next five years? 


(Museveni] Wait for my manifesto when the electoral 
commission announces the programme. 


[Correspondent] Are there any areas of government 
performance where you have been disappointed? 


[Museveni] I am disappointed with the local leaders for 
their failure to guide their people. I have also not been 
happy with the Ministry of Finance on the way it has 
been prioritizing expenditure. I think the most crucial 
areas should be roads and electricity. With these, people 
can do the rest. I am going to correct it. 


[Correspondent] How about corruption in public office? 


[Museveni] Corruption is still a problem, of course, but 
we have been tackling it through privatization. We have 
now taken away the parastatals from which the officials 
could steal and given them to private people. They are 
only remaining with the civil service — immigration, 
revenue collection — and we are going to battle them 
there. We inherited the civil service so the problem is 
not entirely ours. Even the public are to blame because 
they encourage corruption. 


[Correspondent] What happened to the leadership code? 


[Museveni] They tried to delay it but it was eventually 
passed. But with the pressure I have exerted on them, 
they are moving fast to have it implemented. 


[Correspondent] How do you rationalize the divestiture 
of profitable enterprises? 


[Museveni] I don’t have much faith in the even not-so- 
corrupt public servants. But possibly those institutions 
will perform much better in private hands. If someone 
makes a profit of 5 percent, how sure are you that 
he is not capable of making 20 percent? I would like 
to depend on the private people because I know they 
cannot cheat themselves because they will be working 
to get a profit. It is a question of strategy.

(FBIS Transcribed Text) JOHANNESBURG Oct 6 
SAPA — It was in South Africa’s interests to co-operate 
and have diplomatic links with Cuba, President Nelson 
Mandela said on Friday (6 October) night. 


Opening the Southern Africa-Cuba Solidarity Con- 
ference in Johannesburg, he said the majority of 
South Africans rejected the notion that the Communist 
Caribbean state should be "starved to ideological 
submission". 


Mandela’s comments followed President Bill Clinton’s 
announcement on Friday of an easing of restrictions on 
Cuba, notably on travel and communications. 


The U.S. hopes that the "free flow of ideas" will help 
move the Cuban government to democracy, although 
Clinton has refused to lift the 34-year-old U.S. economic 
embargo on Cuba. 


Mandela said the majority of South Africans rejected an 
approach to foreign relations "premised on nostalgia for 
the Cold War". 


"As government, we are firm in our view that it is in 
the interest of South Africa to have diplomatic relations 
and multilateral ties of co-operation with Cuba." 


Mandela said the government had noted with apprecia- 
tion that a number of very large and established South 
African corporations had joined European and other 
companies in trading with Cuba. 


Noting Cuba’s assistance to former liberation move- 
ments in southern Africa, he said it was "both oppor- 
tune and natural that among the first beneficiaries of our 
humble act of solidarity should be the people of Cuba". 


Southern Africans were deeply indebted to the Cuban 
people for "the selfless contribution they made to the 
anti-colonial and anti-apartheid struggle in our region". 


Mandela also praised attempts by workers at South 
African mines to raise money for Cuba. "I have heard, 
with a sense of real emotion and pride, of how poorly 
paid mineworkers have collected money for Cuba. I 
have read that they have donated their own overalls and 
boots, and bought mine-lamps and safety gear for their 
Cuban brothers." 


He also said the presence of regional delegations at 
the conference underlined the "common debt we feel 
towards Cuba". 


“Cubans came to our region as doctors, teachers, sol- 
diers, agricultural experts, but never as colonisers. They 
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have shared the same trenches with us in the struggle 
against colonialism, underdevelopment and apartheid. 
Hundreds of Cubans have given their lives, literally, in 
a struggle that was, first and foremost, not theirs but 
ours. As southern Africans we salute them. We vow 
never to forget this unparalleled example of selfless in- 
ternationalism." 


Maiidela also thanked Cuba for its hospitality, especially 
in terms of thousands of young southern Africans who 
had been trained — and were still being trained — in 
Cuban schools and universities. 


"Today, in many different fields — in the health sector, 
in government and in the army — there are many young 
professionals contributing to the development of our 
country who owe their skills to the generous training 
provided to them by Cuba." 


Promises Stronger Ties With Cuba

"Many countries, including some very powerful coun- 
tries, have called upon us to condemn the suppression 
of human rights in Cuba.

That when we were fighting against apartheid, 
against racial oppression, the same countries were 
supporting the apartheid regime," the president told a 
cheering crowd. 


Opening the conference in southern Johannesburg, Man- 
dela said Foreign Affairs Minister Alfred Nzo would 
visit Cuba next Monday. 


"We are doing so because we want it to be known that 
we remain committed to the friendship and solidarity 
between South Africa and Cuba." 


Referring to the decades-long United States blockade of 
Cuba, Mandela said: "The majority of South Africans 
reject an approach to foreign relations premised on 
nostalgia for the Cold War. They reject the notion 
that Cuba should be started [as received] to ideological 
submission". 


South Africa and the region were indebted to the Cubans 
for their solidarity and support throughout the struggle 
for freedom. And it was in this spirit of freedom, 
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southern African countries met to express solidarity with 
Cuba during its difficult times. To renounce the Cuban 
people now would be the greatest insult, he added. 


"Cubans came to our region as doctors, teachers, sol- 
diers, agricultural experts, but never as colonisers. They 
have shared the same trenches with us in the struggle 
against colonialism, underdevelopment and apartheid." 


South African ambassador designate John Nkadimeng 
told SAPA he hoped to consolidate relations between 
the Cuban and South African peoples. 


He said he had been personally involved with Cuban 
forces in Angola and had visited Cuba before. The 
ambassador will leave for Cuba on October 25. 


Cuban ambassador to South Africa Angel Dalmau 
delivered a message from Castro, thanking the southern 
African solidarity conferences for their support at a time 
when "the most reactionary forces in the US" tried to 
tighten the blockade. 


After his opening remarks, Mandela was presented with 
a picture of himself and Cuban leader Fidel Castro taken 
during the president’s visit to the country in July 1991, 
as well as a conference T-shirt, which he pulled over 
his casual blue shirt. 


Among the issues that will be discussed at the three- 
day Cuba-Southern Africa Conference are material aid, 
political solidarity and economic relations. 


Patrons of the conference include, among others, Justice 
Minister Dullah Omar and other government ministers, 
the African National Congress, Azanian Peoples’ Or- 
ganisation and trade unions. 


Several Cuba Friendship Associations based thrcughout 
South Africa helped organise the conference, which 
has drawn delegates from southern African countries as 
well as Ghana and Benin in West Africa, Uganda and 
Mauritius. Several ambassadors and other diplomatic 
staff also attended.

The blockade is an international 
pressure for other countries, for firms, for businessmen, 
not to trade with Cuba, not to invest in Cuba, to have

([Morohbe] Mr. Minister, the South African involvement, 
why...not necessarily why, but is it relevant for now, for 
South Africa to be part of the against campaign, against 
the blockade campaign? 


[Pahad] Yes, we have made it quite clear on several 
occasions that it has been our policy to ensure that 
any sanctions, blockade against Cuba must be revisited 
and all efforts must be made to lift those sanctions, 
and further than the sanctions, the blockade, because 
we don’t believe that it is the correct policy. We 
believe it is still a hangover from the old Cold War 
days and in this new world, in which we are trying 
to create a new world order, where any differences 
can be resolved through negotiations, must be resolved 
through negotiations, is the path to go.

[Morobe] Okay, but obviously from the conference, the 
weekend-long conference, yourself, President Mandela, 
even Tokyo Sexwale lately, you came very strong 
against the blockade, but in practice what does it mean? 


[Pahad] In practice it means that at the United Nations 
and elsewhere we will campaign against the continuing 
sanctions. We have opened up diplomatic relations with 
Cuba. Our new ambassador will be going to Cuba 
within the next few hours, if not days, and we will 
develop all-round relations, and we think that that is the 
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way in which South Africa’s interest in the context of 
general world interest is best served. We believe it’s 
in the interest of the whole world that we move to 
this new situation where we move away from pressures 
of sanctions and blockades against countries if we do 
not agree with their internal system. Traditionally, those 
sort of sanctions were applied against South Africa only 
when there were gross violations of human rights. There 
is no evidence, even from the special United Nations 
report, that there is gross violations of human rights in 
Cuba, and we on the basis of that will continue to argue 
that this is not the correct policy and it must be changed

[Morobe] Mr. Corrieri, we are asking for democracy. 
Isn’t it democracy what we all want, what a lot of 
countries want? 


[Corrieri] Yes, we are proud of our democracy. Well, 
it seems to me that I am here the only one who lives 
in Cuba. [laughter] So we are proud of our democracy. 
It’s not perfect. We have been perfecting it over the 
years. I’m sure we can do much more in this matter 
but we are proud of it. We don’t need another model of 
democracy and we don’t share the position that a social, 
economical, and political model could be imposed from 
outside by force. 


[Morobe] But can you improve on what you have? How 
deep can you go onto what you have? Can you improve 
on what you have? 


[Corrieri] If we can improve on what we have? 
[Morobe] Can you?

[Morobe] One of the resolutions, Resolution II, calls for 
clear policy stance.

States will be coming here for the first meeting of the 
National Joint Commission, which involves the deputy 
president of South Africa, the vice president of America, 
seven of our ministries, and on various other levels, our 
relations economically, and otherwise, is growing a lot, 
and I think it’s precisely because our relations are good, 
that where we differ we can openly differ on issues.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] After 500 days in office, 
Gauteng Premier Tokyo Sexwale said yesterday that 
his government had engineered a "minor miracle’, 
laying the foundations for the true economic and social 
emancipation of the people of his province. 


In a special address to the media, Sexwale said the 
scourge of political violence had been obliterated. His 
government had established a single health department 
which had done a remarkable job in providing free 
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health care for pregnant mothers and children younger 
than six, he said. The provincial government was feed- 
ing 60,000 needy primary school pupils and immunising 
more than 600,000 children. 


"But we are haunted by the spectre of criminal 
violence," he said. "We must continue..‘o fight 
crime and to fight those awful, inherited causes of 
crime...inequality, poverty, and desperation. I cannot 
be content while violent crime remains at unacceptable 
levels, while we have 1-milliun unemployed people 
in this province, while 20% of the population lives in 
shacks, while tae provision of education and health care 
remains unequal and while teachers, nurses and police 
are not paid a just reward for their critical services." 


He said he was frustrated by the fact that the average 
black’s income was a sixth of the average white’s. 


There were some difficulties in working with other 
parties. "They pander to the concerns of a tiny elite 
with ignorant and uninformed cries that privatisation 
and deregulation will solve everything. Others claim to 
have emerged in a new, non-tainted form...but when 
it comes to nation-building beyond cheering for our 
national sports heroes, they are nowhere to be seen. 
"Their actions and their utterances reek of the racism 
that the majority of South Africans have consigned to 


history.” 


While playing an important role in creating an opposi- 
tion, their contribution had been to mouth empty plat- 
itudes on matters of substance and to attempt to turn 
everyday difficulties of governance into national crises. 


Sexwale was confident that at least half the province’s 
eligible voters would go to the polls next month. It was 
standard practice the world over for the electorate to shy 
away from local government processes. "We have close 
to 70% of eligible voters registered, but if 50% show 
up at the polls, it will be okay. We will be well above 
the international levels for local government elections.” 


While his government recognised the plight of health 
workers, in the interests of stable macro-economics 
the situation would have to be rectified through the 
budgetary cycle, “not in response to a crisis”. 


"This is a clear and difficult example of how greater 
prosperity and greater equality cannot be produced 
magically overnight, but must be built piece by piece as 
part of an overall strategy,” Sexwale said. "I was always 
conscious that the new South Africa would not be built 
in a day. Unfortunately miracles cannot be constructed 
on an assembly line but will have to be built through the 
toil, enterprise and commitment of a nation’s people,” 
he added.

South Africa’s relationship with Cuba should not affect 
its ties with the United States or any other countries 
as it was an independent country that had to have 
independent thoughts in the world, Sexwale said. 


Conference chairman Father Michael Lapsley said the 
conference developed an action plan which included ex- 
tensive political lobbying as well as material, technical, 
scientific, cultural and health support for Cubans. Sup- 
port for Cuba will be sought from Southern African 
governments and non-governmental organisations. 


The conference received support from trade unions and 
political parties in Southern Africa — including South 
Africa, Angola, Botswana, Ghana, Lesotho, Mozam- 
bique, Namibia, Uganda, Zambia and Zimbabwe. 


Lapsley said the support of President Nelson Mandela 
and foreign affairs deputy minister Aziz Pahad for 
the conference and "for the Cuban’s people’s struggle 
against foreign interference in their affairs, represents 
a momentous step forward for international solidarity 
with Cuba”. 


The conference resolved to call on Southern African 
governments to establish trade links with Cuba, also 
through direct private investment and encouraging 
tourism.

"Without paying for services the RDP (reconstruction 
and development programme) will collapse and our 
localities will not develop. I urge all those, who are 
still behind in their payments, to start paying. 


"The ANC is presenting you with candidates who are 
known to you not only as neighbours but as people with 
a track record of service in their communities,” Mandela 
told the ANC election rally crowd. 


During the luncheon at the Sasol Opinion Makers’ Club, 
Mandela urged Afrikaners to stay in the country and not 
fear an ANC-led government. “Those of you, who have 
had opportunities to receive education, skills, etcetera, 
we want your services now as never before. We can not 
build this ‘rainbow nation’ unless you remain in this 
country.” 


Mandela told the 300-strong luncheon group every 
South African worried about crime and labour relations. 
He said the police — the greater majority of whom were 
deployed in white areas — had been transformed since 
last April’s general election. 


While labour strikes had undermined economic invest- 
ment opportunities, the root of the problem still needed 
to be dealt with. "White workers in this country have 
been getting high salaries for years. They have, because 
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of their income, been able to buy fixed properties, cars, 
washing machines and things tha. make life comfort- 
able.”

(FBIS Transcribed Text] CAPE TOWN October 10 
SAPA — The history of nuclear weapons p*uvided the 
harsh lesson that there were no firm safeguards against 
the most destructive uses of science and technology, 
President Nelson Mandela said on Tuesday [10 Octo- 
ber]. 


Opening an international conference on cyclotrons in 
Cape Town, he said there were no guarantees that 
humans would alwavs succeed in harnessing the power 
of knowledge to best effect. 


South Africa was a society in which the conflicting 
demands on science had played themselves out "in- 
tensely", especially during the apartheid era. 


It would not be an exaggeration to say that the political 
environment had conspired to give high-energy physics 
a bad name among the majority who had no access 
to them. They had been oriented to benefit a few, and 
applied "for the defence of a crime against humanity", 
he said. 


At one level, many could only marvel at the intellec- 
tual thrill in observing sub-atomic phenomena and the 
uncertainties of quantum mechanics. 


"On the other hand, the uncertainty of the sub-atomic 
world of human drives and passions in which folly and 
wisdom intermingle lie at the root today of the drive by 
some to continue with nuclear tests while the world sets 
out on a new rational course," Mandela said. 


Scientists, engineers and academics should resist the 
temptation to emigrate to developed countries, not only 
because South Africa needed them, but also because it 
offered more rewarding challenges.

Our 
concern is for all the people and communities of this 
country to unite against crime, our common enemy. If 
we are ever going to win the battle against crime and 
lawlessness, we are going to have to harness the type 
of unity of purpose so ably demonstrated during events 
like the Rugby World Cup, to work together against this 
social problem. 


The ANC calls on De Klerk and Buthelezi to desist 
from divisive, provocative statements which can only 
detract from efforts to address the problem. De Klerk 
and Buthelezi should rather join the ANC and all South 
Africans in fighting crime and working towards a better 
quality of life for all.

UNITA’s Savimbi Dicusses Peace Process

(FBIS Translated Text] Jonas Savimbi, the president of 
UNITA, appears to have definitively buried the war era 
and donned the cloak of ambassador in the service of 
rebuilding Angola. He demonstrated this with brio last 
month in Brussels, where he was taking part alongside 
President Dos Santos in a meeting of donors. For him, 
the most urgent thing is constitutional reform which will 
establish two vice-presidential posts. Jonas Savimbi is 
interviewed by Farida Ayari: 


[Savimbi] We came here to find out the attitude of the 
new authorities here. We had the pleasure of meeting 
President Chirac. We asked for France’s backing for the 
process that emerged from the Lusaka protocol, which 
we obtained. Furthermore, President dos Santos was 
here on 26 September before me, and the president 
assured me that he passed on the same message — to 
say they the French will back peace efforts aimed at 
stability in our country. 


[Ayari] There are financial liabilities between France 
and Angola as regards the French development fund — 
a great deal of debt. Will all that be resolved? Will the 
imminent visit by Jacques Godfrain [French cooperation 
minister] to Angola allow cooperation to be resumed on 
new foundations? 


[Savimbi] I think President dos Santos came here to 
resolve these disagreements. I only learned about this 
in passing; it was not the issue I came here to resolve; 
but a willingness exists on the part of France to 
reschedule the debt and the debt servicing, too; so I 
think there is a possibility that the big joint French- 
Angolan cooperation commission may meet next year. 
So I think they have progressed far enough to be able 
to resolve the existing disagreements. 


[Ayari] How will you return to Luanda? In other words, 
what is the timetable for the reconciliation process? 


[Savimbi] Well, we are continually discussing this with 
President dos Santos. I am ready; then there is the 
problem of security, of which you are well aware; he, 
too, is aware of it. So I repeated in Brussels that when 
the president has resolved the problem, I will leave for 
Luanda. He said this: The three of us must be able 
to work together — the government — that is, him 
[Dos Santos}; the United Nations; and us [UNITA]. So 
UNITA must be totally legalized. So that is what is 
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going to happen in January; and at that moment, he has 
promised me he will create the conditions allowing me 
to come to Luanda. 


{Ayari] Well, you are keeping up the suspense as regards 
the issue of the vice presidency. In Luanda, well-placed 
government sources say you have accepted the post of 
vice president. So if the UNITA national commission 
elects someone else, will you retire? 


{[Savimbi] No, no. You know, we have discussed with 
the president, and President Bongo of Gabon was there, 
so he is a witness. He is a witness. And I said: we 
must be able to do each thing in its place. I said: if 
at the same time you want people to think I am vice 
president, your vice president, and at the same time you 
ask me to persuade my soldiers — 70,000 of them — 
to say you have a good future, I say to you: you are 
asking too much, even if goodwill exists on my part. 
So first, I have to play the reconciliation card, like a 
man defending my own people’s interests; and after 
that, you will address the letter to the commission, too; 
you pay me that service. And I, too, pay you a service, 
because when UNITA was consulted by President dos 
Santos, it expressed itself clearly in favor of just one 
vice president; it did not want to hear talk of two. But 
afterwards, I persuaded the others to say: it is peace 
and stability; even with two vice presidents, it will 
work. And so I think there are people who say they 
are better placed — more so than the president; well, I 
Cannot judge about that; but I think our agreement with 
President dos Santos — President Bongo is a witness, 
as I have just told you. 


{Ayari] During the guerrilla war that you fought for the 
past 20 years, you gave proof of great skills in securing 
financial and military aid. Will you be placing the same 
skills at the service of Angola’s reconstruction? And 
how will you do it? 


[Savimbi] I have already proved it here in Brussels. 
I do not wish to boast, but I understand from official 
sources here in Belgium that our modest contribution 
has convinced many sceptics. As you know, nowadays 
the sources of financial aid to Africa are not all that 
abundant. People are trying to distance themselves. But 
Our very positive speech, with its emphasis on peace and 
Stability, convinced many people. I intend to continue 
doing so. 


[Ayari] On the matter of Cabinda, you believe that 
the government should negotiate with all the Cabindan 
parties, which is understandable. You also believe 
that the neighboring countries — Zaire, Congo, and 
Gabon — should also be heard on the matter. But in 
view of Cabinda’s oil wealth, do you not think that 
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these countries might have an interest in Cabinda’s 
independence? 


[Savimbi] We at UNITA do not rejoice over our 
brothers’ difficulties. I believe that besides President 
Bongo, with whom we do not have a physical border, 
Zaire has plenty of problems of its own and Congo does 
as well — these days I do visit Brazzaville. 


So they have no interest in destabilizing Angola. Their 
interest is to see peace in Angola so that they too may 
turn to their internal problems. But I believe that, like it 
or not, they are involved. There is a growing number of 
Cabindan refugees in both Congo and Zaire. They also 
use these countries to move from one place to another, 
sometimes with the knowledge of the authorities and 
others — I am quite willing to accept it — without the 
knowledge of their governments. 


So I believe it important that we should be able to 
involve them in the process, not in order to (?warn them 
off), but so that they may become an accountable party 
in what we do next. 


[Ayari] Can one conceive of an Angola without 
Cabinda? 


[Savimbi] Oh yes, absolutely! Absolutely, absolutely. 
Angola has everything. It is not just on the continental 
platform off Cabinda that oil deposits can be found. We 
have oil, we have everything, everything, minerals and 
so on. I am not saying that they should secede, go away. 
That is not the point. But I approach the question as a 
problem of principle: Are we going to continue to wage 
a war over oil, or can we find a way of coming to an 
understanding with the Cabindans? 


[Ayari] After Paris, you will be visiting Morocco, 
Zimbabwe, and South Africa. You travel a lot in Africa. 
What will you be seeking to achieve in your travels? 


[Savimbi] I know those leaders. They thought I was 
an obstacle to peace. They must be convinced that 
these days, I am not an obstacle, I am a facilitator. 
My contribution must be used by everyone — by the 
Angolans first, but by our neighbors as weil.

The youngest is no more than 13 or 14. 


Covering around five square kilometres, the camp 
breaks down into 30 clusters of four or eight-man tents, 
with kitchen facilities attached. Ground is being cleared 
for a sports field, while the search continues for new 
water resources. 
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Despite assurances from the U.N. regional commander 
that Villa Nova can now safely house 2,500 UNITA 
troops, with 19 of the 30 clusters ready, it is difficult 
to envisage a rapid influx of soldiers. Troops already 
assembled there speak less than enthusiastically about 
their surroundings. "When the rains come there will be 
a lot of disease," one ex-rebel warns. It was originally 
hoped that UNITA would play a leading role in setting 
up the camps, carrying out basic construction work. 
But United Nations workers say this hasn't happened. 
"These guys are malnourished. They are capable of 
putting in 30 per cent of the productivity you would 
get from a normal able-bodied man," one construction 
chief points out. 


The quartering campaign is seen by many as the most 
Critical element in the peace process begun by with a 
November agreement that ended a 19-year war between 
UNITA and the Angolan government forces. But it has 
been an open secret for months that it has run into 
massive problems. 


U.N. insiders speak openly of rifts between the U.N. 
Verification Mission in Angola (UNAVEM) and the 
U.N. Humanitarian Assistance Coordination Unit 
(UCAH), with complaints over the designation of 
individual quartering areas, the late arrival of supplies 
and the pressure to meet unfeasible deadlines. 


The original demobilisation agenda has shifted, with 
the focus now on ‘global incorporation’, bringing dis- 
armed UNITA troops into quartering areas to merge 
them eventually into a slimmed-down Angolan Armed 
Forces, with special provision made for soldiers from 
both sides whose services are no longer required. 


The demobilisation/quartering issue has mostly been 
discussed behind closed doors, with a UNITA delega- 
tion involved in long, U.N.-brokered discussions with 
the government. But UNITA has made regular pub- 
lic statements articulating its concerns that government 
forces, too, be made to demoblise, particularly the anti- 
riot police. 


The concerns raised are both highly political and ex- 
tremely prosaic, with UNITA holding out for a mutually 
acceptable demobilisation programme and guarantees of 
adequate food, shelter and leisure activities for its de- 
parting soldiers. 


While an elaborate timetable has been drawn up cov- 
ering the projected opening of the 15 individual sites, 
most quartering areas are simply designated tracts of 
. land where even the most preliminary construction has 
yet to begin. 


Villa Nova, midway between Huambo and Cuito in 
UNITA-held territory, has been held up recently as 
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a disastrous test case. The United Nations’ belated 
acknowledgement in August of a serious mines problem 
came amid reports of serious rifts between the United 
Nations and UNITA. During a visit in September, a joint 
commission found the camp desperately underprepared, 
prompting strong criticism from UNITA. 


The movement's leader, Jonas Savimbi, warned openly 
in Brussels recently that the quartering arrangements 
were not remotely up to UNITA’s requirements. In his 
Opening address to aid donors at a late September round- 
table on Angola in the Belgian capital, he hinted "it is 
possible those who are being asked to be demobilised 
may ask for a little more”. 


To reporters he was much more explicit. "If the people 
to be demobilised are given no future they are not going 
to accept,” he said. Referring to both government and 
UNITA troops to be removed from the armed forces, he 
warned they could pose a "mortal danger" to the peace 
process if their needs were not met. 


"There is no hesitation on the part of UNITA," he 
stressed. "But the troops need to know the most mini- 
mum conditions will be met." He went on to warn of 
a repetition of the situation in 1991, when a bungled 
demobilisation had helped trigger a return to war. 


At Londuimbali, the second quartering area, 96 km 
northwest of Huambo, UNITA troops were reluctant 
to talk about a return to war. In a camp ringed by 
mountains, under the supervision of Uruguayan peace- 
keeping troops, they queued for a lunch of rice and 
beans while the Joint Commission delegation was up- 
dated on the new conditions. There were complaints 
about the monotony of the diet and lack of blankets, 
while one self-appointed spokesman remarked uncon- 
vincingly: "We cannot be bored because we are follow- 
ing the instructions of our leadership”. 


There, too, the camp was far from ready, although 
there were assurances from U.N. commanders of steady 
progress, with hundreds of UNITA troops waiting 
to register. It was good enough for U.N. Special 
Representative Alioune Blondin Beye, who rounded off 
the visit with a symbolic road-opening ceremony and 
by affirming that quartering could go full steam ahead. 


"I’m not worried," he told reporters. "I’ve taken note of 
progress made and while it’s not over, it’s no mean 
achievement to have 2,500 places ready for soldiers 
at Villa Nova and 2,400 at Londuimbali. You'll be 
surprised in a few weeks just what is going on."

Djohar is under virtual house arrest in Reunion. He 
was released Wednesday [4 October] from arrest by 
mercenary Bon Denard, and then and flown to the 
nearby island of Reunion for a “general medical check- 


up. 


In an interview on Radio France Internationale (RFI), 
monitored in Paris, Djohar said it was the French 
ambassador who had urged him to leave Comoros "to 
avoid troubles or an accident." 


He said he still considered himself to be the constitu- 
tional head of state of the Comoros but admitted he had 
no idea what was going on at present in his country. 


Deprived of access to radio, Djohar said he was staying 
in a villa guarded by gendarmes outside. On Saturday 
he was handed a newspaper which contained no news 
on the Comoros. 


Asked whether he intended to return to the Comoros, 
Djohar said: "That’s not up to me. I was told that 
when calm was restored, I could return. The French 
ambassador to the Comoros allowed me to understand 
that.”

A Comoros-based foreign expert, who requested 
anonymity, said: "Djohar had become unmanageable 
for Paris. His family was literally holding the country 
to ransom. And he had made a firm decision to stand 
for re-election. The French tried to persuade him not to 
but were not able to." 


The new authorities want the French Army to stay in 
the Comoros to guarantee security and help form a new 
army. They also want the French to oversee presidential 
elections due in five months time. 


Prime Minister Yachourtou, an economist and techno- 
crat with close links to France, has said he will not 
stand. 


Some residents of the Comorian capital Moroni saw the 
outcome of the failed coup as too convenient for France 
to be merely the result of chance: Graffiti scrawled on 
many walls around the town read — "France-Denard, 
accomplices”.

— for 48 hours; they did a complete check-up. There’s 
nothing wrong with me. 


[Vignon] How do you spend your days, Mr. President? 
Do you read the press, listen to the radio or watch 
television? 


(Djohar] I haven’t got a radio, but I have a TV here. And 
newspapers are brought in, but they don’t say anything 
about recent events in my country, nothing. Then there 
are small things I am lacking - a toothbrush, toothpaste, 
soap, underwear - because I came here without any 
money.

The 33 mercenaries, including two women, captured 
when coup leaders surrendered, were being guarded by 
the French Army on Sunday in the compound of the 
police training school. Denard, 66, was jailed in Paris on 
Saturday after being taken back to France under arrest. 


Examining magistrate Chantal Perdrix, who had issued 
an international arrest warrant against him, ordered his 
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incarceration because he had violated bail conditions 
while waiting to be tried on charges relating to the 
assassination of former Comorian president Ahmed 
Abdallah on November 26, 1989. 


Although the bail conditions did not prevent him from 
leaving France, he was ordered to inform Perdrix of any 
travel plans. He did not do that when he left his home 
in the southwest Medoc area to lead the September 28 
coup in the Comoros off east Africa.
